MalBOurne Ohata About His Ma- 


chine—Wants $1,000,000 


For It. 


Frank Melbourne, the Canton Bain 


King, chatted about bis shower machine 
at Springfield, Ohio, Saturday night- 
Flushed with the glorious anooees of 
last week, he said: 


Thne far my machine has coat me 816,- 


000. IB will probably coat me twice that 
before! the public can be brought to a 
proper realization of its work. The pub- 
lic have a wrong conception of fce matter. 
I have set no dates for rain in this coun- 
try. The time has always been deter- 
mined, by newspaper men. That time 
the big rain came in May was eet by a 
Cincinnati paper. My machine is about 
10x15 inches in dimensions, and is oper- 
ated by a crank. Furthermore loan not 
tell until later. "It is gae that acts on 
the atmosphere and brings the rain; tbe 
gases sre liberated: from my observatory 
through a four-inch pipe extending from 
the machine about 12 feet above the roof 
of the house. The machine is an upright 
affair about the size of a tinker's stove; 
the machine ie used to mix up certain 
chemicals which, with the aid of heat, are 
generated into gases and liberated. They 
bring rain. My machine, since I have 
been bothered considerably by trespass- 
ers, is now located at night in a safe.

of Qilmer, Texas. In cose the govern- 
ment does not give him aid, Melbourne is 
thinking of a stupendous undertaking, 
viz., |the creation of an immense fresh 
water lake in the part of Africa below 
the sea level. 


Melbourne continued: "I can make a 


lake where there is now a desert along 
the boundary of California and Nevada. 
There is an immense tract known as the 
Death Valley. It is lower than the sea 
level and can easily be filled with water. 
I am thinking of going ont there, and 
that may be my next step. 
The govern- 


ment should give me a chance to demon- 
strate my power. But I understand Sec- 
retary Busk is going to experiment with 
an explosive which he will send up in » 
balloon, This may bp done, but I don't 
think it will bring rain unless there arc 
clouds in the air. The gases from my 
machine will collect clouds as well IIB 
bring them down. Sometimes it requires 
a day or two to do so, but when tbe rain 
begins ii usually continues several days. 
In fact, I think this usually wet summer 
has been made BO by my experiments."

Everything seems to go wrong with 


the silver advocates. In the nine months 


' since last elestion the tide has turned 


against them both in public opinion and 
in actual happenings. Prices have ad- 
vanced despite their assertions that they 
coold not do so without the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, nations which 
had tested free coinage, have gone to thf 
gold standard, enormous Increases In the 
production of gold Is reported, our com- 
merce ia prosperous, and more money has

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is paramount to all others at this time, 
we invite attention to the fact that the 
constitution names silver and S°™*<-°- 
gether as the money metals o£ the United 
States." (Platform.) 


This statement is inaccurate and inten- 


tionally misleading. The only place in 
which the constitution "names silver and 
gold together" is where it declares that 


no state shall make anything but gold 


and silver coin a tender in payment of 
debts." It doe? not Bay that silver and 
gold shall both be coined in an unlimited 
manner or that either one or both shall 
bo coined at 'all, but specifically gives to 
congress the power to determine what the 
coinage of the United States shall be, 
both as to the metals used and tncir rela- 
tions, by saying in explicit torm^s In sec- 
tion 8: "The congress shall have power 
to com money and regulate tbo value 
thereof." It does not "name silver and 
gold together" as the platform pays, but 
names gold and silver together, pointedly 
giving tho preference to gold by paying In 
section 10: "No state shall make any- 
thing but gold and silver coin a payment 
fordobts." 
If anything Is to be inferred 


as to the relation which it intended that 
the two metals should bear it is clearly 
that gold was to be preftrred, since it is 
first named in the only place where the 
metals are mentioned. If the frameis of 
the platform wanted to be frank, why did 
they not follow the wording of the consti- 
tution in their statement and nay "gold 
and silver" instead of reversing it and 
saying "silver and gold." 


"The first coinage law passed by con- 


gress under the constitution made the sil- 
ver dollar the money unit and admitted 
gold to free coinage at a latlo based upon 
the silver collar unit " (Platform.) 


The first coinage law clearly mafle gsld 


a standard by first naming all the gold 
coins which, It said, should be of the -val- 
ue of a given number of units and paid 
that the unit should be "of the value of a 
Spanish milled dollar as the same is nnw 
current, and to contain 416 gr-tns of 
standard silver."' If the advocates of sil- 
ver Insist that this aot interpreted the 
meaning of the constitution and that 
this Interpretntion must be followod, why 
do they now insist upon a standard silver 
dollar with only 412 X grains of silver lu- 
dtead of the 416 grains which the aot spe- 
cifically names? Bythiir own proposi- 
tion they demand a violation ot what they 
claim is a constitulonal 
requirement. 


This act which they claim is an interpre- 
tation o£ the constitution on this ques- 
tion provides that "every fifteen pounds' 
weight of pure silver shall be of equal 
value in all payments with one pound 


mllea, is constructed for engines using oil 
only This tank Is placed in the space 
formerly used for coal so that It does not 
alter the appearance or arrangement of 
the tank.

The adding'will be of the expense items, 
und will take you as long as you own 
vour stable; the subtraction will be 
jour earnings from your expenses, and 
vou may not have to do it more than 
once or twice in yourracingeareer. 


It will cost you more to educate one 


hor«e for a turf classic than, it will to 
educate your son in all the classics of 
n university course: moreover, your 
horse is much less likely to repay you 
for his education. 


I'nless your boy acquires that colic- 


piate habit of changing his raireftnt 
four times a day, his tailor's bill will 
be less than your horse's tailor bill, anc 
unless he is a sheer idiot his tutor's bil 
u-ill be less by many dollars than the 
bill of your horse Trainer's understudy

next big item will be your trainer. A1 
the least you will have to pay him an 
annual saiary oi $5,000, and 
provide 


home andflbo«rd for himself andTEamily 
the year roufid. *& "maw who can com- 
mand a salary of S5,0£B will want ta 
live on the best thit the land affords, 
and in figuring $2,500 more for his liv- 
ing expenses you are not overestimat- 
ing it. Besides this yo\i must pay yoni 
trainer a certain percentage of the net 
earnings of your stable. The four oi 
five really first-class trainers in the 
country to-day receive a salary of from 
;8,000 to .$20,000, and get from five tc 
.en per cent, of the earnings of theii 
stables. Take John Ilylawl, for 
ex- 


imple; he received from Oideon & Daly 
n ISM, $10,000 and ten p»r cent, of the 
vinnings.' In 1806 August Belmont en- 
paged Mm, and the inference is that 
,ie now receives a materially larger 
sum. 


Jookoy \Vnnt» n King's Ransom. 
"Your next important item will be 


your jockey. Xo rider' whose skill is 
such that yon dare intrust your horses 
t'o him in a stake event can be had.fot 
a retainer of one cei^t less than $7,500 
for the season, which, according to tho 
usual contract, lasts from March 1 un- 
til December 1. In addition to this re- 
tainer, you must pay your jockey a^fee 
of $25 for every winningmount he rides 
for you and ten dollars for every losing 
mount. 
Then there is your jockey's 


board bill to settle. Nine out of ten 
trainers insist that the rider shall live 
In the stable's training quarters. But 
we will include that under a separate 
hf-ncl later. The c-ivincr of uresents. too, 
is just about as imperative now as tip- 
ping a porter or a waiter. 


Eliier llelitiont'H Generosity. 


••It has become an established cus- 


tom, and the jockeys expect it; you 
must give to get the best work out ol 
them. August ^elmont, Sr., probably 
was the most lavish of all the turfmen 
with his gifts this country has evei 
seen. When old Eacelaud won the Sub- 
urban for him, he almost plastered 
James Rowe, his trainer, and 'Snapper1 
Garrison, his jockey, with diamonds 
Then he gave a turf dinner at Del- 
monico's, and with it more diamonds 
Another case was when His Highness 
won the Futurity. Gideon & Daly told 
MeXaughlin and Bergen that the stable 
had $10,000 to divide between them aftei 
the race; 
and although Merry Mon- 


arch ran fourth, Bergen, who had the 
mount on him, received his half of the 
$10,000.

In 1890 
August Belmontpaid Griffin $17,500, and 
the year before Gideon & Daly paid 
him a $1Q,000 retainer. This year Fred 
Toral receives from Marcus Daly are* 
tainer of $18,000. 'Tod' Sloane, .who is- 
riding for Pittsburgh Phil, gets $15,000 
Fred Littleftcld's annual retainer from 
the Morrises is uboirt $10,000, and 
Thorpe, who is piloting the Bromley 
stj-inr, gets no less than $K,000. It if 
1'tid to say what the Dwyers pay theii 
•lockeys, UK they have always been most 
reticent, about it. In the old days, how- 
ever, the brothers always used to in- 
vite ilc-Laughlin and Frank McCabe, 
their trainer, to dine with, them on New 
Year's day, and when the guests lifted 
their plates they invariably found a 
check for £10,000 lying under each. Tha 
other day Mike Kwyer declared thatlus 
iockev cost him more money than Me- 
Lui"-iilin, so it. is safe to presume that 
\Villic Kims gets more than $10.000 as a 
retainer. 


"Your second trainer, or foreman, is 


the 'next item to consider in your ex- 
pense ^account. 
A thousand dollars, a 


vcar with his board and keep, will dis- 
pose'of him, and he will be the only un- 
der-paid man in your establishment 
Under practiei'lly the same head come 
the exercise boys. For a stable ot 12 
horses sou will have to pay them $20 a 
month and board.

SMALL PAY FOR BIG RISKS. 


Skill Counts for Much More Tbnn. 


Conruee la Thl» Matter—Pay 


of tlie Diver and Cain* 


•on Laborer.

Workers in extra hazaic.^ i's employ- 


ments, as a rule, do notrei_t.\e pay 
adequate to the apparent risks they 
ion. If the woik, aside from the dan- 
ger, is of high grade, the men are paid 
little more than is^ called for by the 
same work under orSinaty conditions. 
There alvvajs are plenty of men who 
will take big chances, for the sake of 
getting moucy, but there are not so 
manj men skilled enough in 'heir line 
to do satisfactorily the work for which 
the danger is braved. 


An enterprise just started in New. 


York harbor illustrates this. The'fTrst 
caisson for the New York side of the 
new Kast river bridge is ready for the 
men to work under compressed air lit 
the underwater chambeis. These men 
.vill receive from $1.75 to $2.75 a day, the 
vorking hours being from eight at the 
s-tart to six when a depth of over 55 
feet is reached. The cuistons are to be 
sunk GO feet on the New York side. At 
75 feet the air pressure is considered 
high. The Brooklyn caissons must go 
down DO to 100 feet. 


When these men once get into the 


compressed air chambers their labor 
consists merely in shoveling mud, and, 
later, the concrete. 


In addition to the qualifications of a 


dirt digger, says the contractor, all tKat 
Is required is a cool head, good judg- 
ment, care and n sound physique. The 
contractor even hedges on the last es- 
sential. Men with not the bestof lungs 
have been greatly benefited, he says, 
by working in caissotifc. 


It is hoped, indeed it is expected, that 


no lives will be lost in sinking the East 
river bridge caissons. Many more than 
quarter of a century has elapsed since 
the Brookl3Tn bridge caissons were 
sunk, involving the death of several 
workmen. Since then the ndvnnce in 
this department of bridge building has

sky-scrapers need steady nerves. Ihere 
is not the scaffolding on the 24th story 
for the man who bolts the beams and 
•rirders that the painter and the mason 
finds when he ascends.

The caisson worker has the compan- 


ionship of his fellows. The diver is 
alone. Stiange fish poke their noses 
around him. and the dead men who sunk 
with the ship peer at him with glassy 
eves. For fear of entanglement of the 
air and signal lines, the divers go down, 
one at a time. The diver's life is not 
necessaiily short. Of the 100 divers in 
Xew York, there are not a few who 
have been in the business for 23 years. 
Not a diver's life has been lost in the 
sijinity of 2>ow York .harbor for ten 
•;r twelve years. 


From the depths to the heights of ex- 


tra hazardous employment is a matter 
only of emerging from the water and 
climbing ,1 steeple. Sailors do not con- 
sider steeple climbing any great feat. 


Most of the men vv ho earn it25 for1 a 


few hours' work in this way are ship 
riggers, familiar with rope and tackle 
and high stations. The rocking of the 
ship makes the sailor's task of reeving 
the signal halyards in the main truck 
far more difficult than climbing a stee- 
ple, except that in the latter case the 
tackle must be rigged. But the land- 
lubber will often stare all day at the 
man who ife repairing1 a steeple top, and 
think it pretty risky work. 


Ship riggers often are called upon to 


climb flag poles to paint them, and in 
this case stirrups are worn to aid in 
climbing. Frequently, too. ship riggers 
get calls from country towns to put the 
top touches on a church steeple. Re-

GREAT4.Y DIVIDED. 


Opinions On tho Now Bicycle Ortltuanca 


Are at Varyinoe—Sentiment Prob- 


ably Favon Ir. 


The ordinance pasted by tbe olty coun- 


cil last night, prohibiting bicycles from 
riding any place on the walks In tbe olty, 
was tbe subject of considerable comment 
about town today. H aroused tbo warm- 
est praise and tbe fiercest denunciation. 
It Is quite probable, however, that a ma- 
iorlty of tbe citizens in the city favor tbe 
ordinance as passed. 
Nearly oil tbe 


wheelmen are opposed to*H and bitterly 
go, and many are talking of a petition to 
change ft. 'But tbe wbeolmeii are In tbe 
minority in tbe olty and that is impor- 
tant. Tbe number who ride Is quite 
large, however, and Includes Rome of tho 
most Influential men In the city and as 
tbe new law will seriously affect most 
wheelmen a determined nnd powerful mi- 
nority will no'doabt fight for a change. 
On tbe other band there are some wBo do 
not ride wbPels who believe tbe law 
wrong ID Its'effects nnd are favorable to 
bicyclists riding on tbe walks. 


Some Interesting opinions were re- 


pressed on tho subject and some good 
ideas In relation to It were brought out. 


One business man said: "Tbo city 


council often carries things to extremes 
and they have done so In this ease. They 
are taking privileges away from bicyclists 
which they should have and are making 
thorn go out Into tbo muddy strrote to 
ride tbelr wheels. It Is too bard on 
them. 
I am In favor of licby buggies be- 


ing allowed on the walks and yet they aro 
more at a nuisance on a crowded street 
than bicyclists ever were on any side' 
wallt." 


One great argument and one which In- 


volves a forceful fact Is that a largo army 
of clerks, school teachers, business men 
»ud laborers up town, who llvo far oul. 
and ride wheels must glvo them up soon 
if kept off tbe sidewalks. This would, It 
is said, be wrong and It la hoped a rem- 
edy oin bo suggested. A wheelmen ex- 
pressed himself in language that would 
only look well ID blanks. Another onfl 
thought the olty council "wan H peach." 
"It Is n sbanie," nearly all said and but 
one rider was found who favored tho ordi- 
nance passed last nlgbt. 


A minister took middle grcund. Ho 


thought that wherever in tbe city limits 
tbe streets were passable tbo wheelmen 
should stay out In tbe road but where 
there were no pavements they should be 
allowed to ride on tho sidewalks when 
the streets are muddy. 


Here are two Interviews from business 


men wblcb embrace' tbe best points and 
objections whlob may be made for and 
against either side: 


Tbo first favors letting tho bicycle stay 


on the sidewalks. "Tbe bicycle ordinance 
is wrong. 
It 
Interferes with 
fellows 


who ride to our business >-nd do not havo 
pnvernent all the way. 
Thoro are many 


school teacbers and In fact people In all 
lines of business who cannot rldu thulr 
wheels to and from their work from 
about October 1 and Miy 1. It Is an In- 
justRiQ to them and should bo repealed. 
Take the north end of tho city, for tbera 
aro bull few pavements in that section, 
and the rldors are many. They will 
suffer there sure. If the city would keep 
the streets clouiior In curtain plaoos at 
certain times we would not need to ride 
on tbo sidewalks so much. It is true that 
a few reckless aud unthinking rldors go 
erorohing about and occasionally run Into 
some one and of courno u'.l the careful 
riders must suffer for it. Some do ubupo 
the privilege* but all this talk Indulged in 
by tbo council and others about wheel- 
men always running some ono down Is 
"bosh." It is not very otteu that riders 
run Into anyone. 
They are nearly always 


careful. 
Itlsasbamo." 


Tbe other side Is about as follows: 
"A 


"number of these wheelmen are oniuinp to 
fi.nk that they own tbe streets urd tiny 
are getting too reckless, alwiiyu running 
over some harmless, child or woman 
i'bey have no right oil the tldowulks any 
place, 
They are vehicles and the state 


law does not allow thoin on tboro. I 
have seen persons ru», over and havo come 
neur It; myself. These fellows rltlo right 
up onto you at a hot paro and the" rlnu 
their hell all at onco 
You 'ire thrown 


Into terror aud when you jump to ono 
elde tbe wheel and rider is usually tbero 
also, in u smash up. 
The council bag 


done right and most people will welcome 
tbo change." 


Such are tbe opinions of a few. Senti- 


ment is pretty well divided nnd both sides 
have good arguments. Tbo rest Is yet to 
come.
